Seattle Car Company Case | 
Now Expected to Go to 
Supreme Court 


SAN YRANCISCO, Nov. 6. (Exclu- 
sive)—Holding that the company 
must look for reimbursement to tne 
proceeds of the street car syaem 
which it sold in 1918 to the city of 
United States Circuit 
Court of Appeal, sitting in san 
Francisco. today ruled that the Puget 
Sound Power and Light Company 
cannot compel the city to levy a tax 
to pay the same in dispute. 

At the time the power company 
sold ite street car system to Seattle 
it already had pald the taxes for the 
year, and later sought to have this 
sum, $560,000, returned. The city of 
Seattle contended that the 
could be derived only from the prof- 
its of operation, and when the power 
company sued to compel the city to 
levy a general tex to pay the claim. 
the city based ite defense on the 
that the public utility 
only was responsible for the charges. 

The decision rendered today de- 
clared that the company is entitled 
to collect ite share of the taxes of 
1919, but that it cannot be collect- 
ed from the ( 2neral tax fund. In 
the original decision of the United 
States District Court in Washington 
it was held that u the judgment 
was not paid within ninety days the 
ra..way could be seized and sold at 
public auction to satisfy the judg- 
ment. This decision has been modi- 
fied by the higher court s decision. 

It is expected that the case will be 
carried to the United States Supreme 
Court The decision there, it is said, 
will have a direct bearing on publicly 
owned utilities throughout the coun- 
try. many of which are not paying 
expenses.
